Germany Made Gain by Theft During

Wallington, July 16—Germany 
in­ 
creased her stock of gold during the 
war, but lost 
$122,000,000 
between 
January I and May 7 of this year, ac­

The loss 
was due to reparations made Belgium

Conscientious student by day, dar­ 
ing burglar at night.

the am azing double 
role 
played successfully 
for months 
by j 
Anthony William Holfelner, Univer- j 
sity of Pennsylvania medical student, j 
who was shot on Monday by D r. B. I 
£ i F . 
Schappelle, 
form er 
G ettysburg 
College professor. 
Masking his cunning and boldness 
as a burglar in the 
classroom, Hol­ 
felner posed as a poor student, work­ 
ing his way through college, though 
he repeatedly risked his life to steal 
plunder valued 
at thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
Professors 
of the University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
School 
of 
Medicine 
where 
Holfelner m atriculated 
three 
years ago 
and from which he ex­ 
pected 
to receive 
his degree 
next 
year, characterized him as a “quiet 
student and a p lu g g er.” 
But he dropped these characteris­ 
tics when he went out to rob. 
Shy­ 
ness and an aversion to society gave 
way to cunning and daring. 
So successfully did he veil his mid­ 
night role of burglar th at the family 
with whom he roomed 
did not sus­ 
pect th at he slipped from the house 
to rob after they 
had gone to bed. 
They believed th at the 
student, who 
habitually retired early under the ex­ 
cuse th at he must study, was “burn- J 
ing the midnight oil” over text books. J 
D r. Schappelle, 
who on 
Tuesday 
said 
th at 
he did not possess 
the 
slightest remorse over having killed 
the burglar, told friends later th at he 
had no intim ation 
he had killed 
a 
Pennsylvania undergraduate until he j 
heard of the identification. 
Members of the faculty, including 
Professor Schappelle and the student 
hotly of the University, 
are deeply 
grieved 
that one 
of their 
number 
stooped to robbery, with the resultant 
tragedy. 
“ Holfelner was 
a student at 
the 
U niversity since 
1914, coming here 
from 
a Buffalo High School,” 
said 
Provost Smith, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, 
who graduated 
from 
G ettysburg College in 1882. 
“ During 
his pre-medical days I had occasion 
to come in contact 
with him 
quite 
frequently and always found him to 
be an unassuming youth anil an ener­ 
getic and conscientious stu d en t.”

about eighty cents. It is claimed by 
the labor unions that the wholesale 
price of melons is only eighteen to 
twenty cents each, with slightly high­
